Selectman Richard J. Bowen Said that in 
his opinion the tree was one of the few left 
of its type in Andover, that its removal 
would be a serious loss to the Square and 
felt the selectmen should record their op- 
position to any removal. 

Public Works Director Robert B. 
McQuade, who with the forestry 
Superintendent conducts the hearings on 
tree removals, said the tree was not dis- 
eased. Complaints which led to the hear- 


ing involved around potential hazard to 
pedestrians from falling limbs; damage to 
the business building in the Square and 
damage to the sidewalks around the 
building all from the tree. 

Selectman Albert Cole, Jr. noted that 
the tree was there long before the business 
building, adding that some of the roots had 
to be cut to permit construction. It had

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Board Calls For Valley 
On River Plan 


A plan for total cleanup of the 
Merrimack River, should “be done right 
or not at all,” in the opinion of Andover 
Selectmen, who have authorized calling a 
meeting of all chief administrators in the 
Merrimack Valley to examine the matter. 

The matter was discussed this week by 
the board when Acting Town Manager 
Sheldon S. Cohen informed them that the 
Merrimack Valley Planning Commission 
had recently accepted a $34,000 grant to 
the study and planning. 

Cohen said the money falls way short of 
some $700,000 to $800,000 to do the job 
properly. A $34,000 grant would not even 
“scratch the surface,’”’ of looking into the 
development of an implementation plan 
for river cleanup. 


The acting Manager suggested the 
gathering of chief elected or appointed of- 
ficials who are also members of the 
regional planning commission to deter- 
mine if there is interest in urging the 
federal government to adequately fund the 
project. 

Such a meeting is tentatively being call- 
ed for next Thursday with Andover Ser- 
ving as host. 

The 208 river cleanup program has been 
a source of irritation to the local board for 
several months. Consistantly, the board 
has indicated that inadequate funding for 
the project would result in insufficient 
planning.

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Warrior Booters Gain Tourney Berth

“Our most recent game last Saturday 
against Chelmsford was the best team 
game we've played this year. That’s what 
we’ve been looking for and working for all 
season, and hopefully it will carry over 
into the State Tournament.”’ 

Andover High soccer Coach Dave 
Amundsen was obviously pleased with the 
Golden Warriors’ play last week, as the 
varsity regained its scoring touch, won 
three games impressively, moved back 
into second place in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference, and qualified for the Eastern 
Mass. State Tournament (Division I). 

That’s quite a lot to accomplish in one 
week, but the AHS booters did it with 
successive victories over Tewksbury (2- 
0), Lawrence High (4-0) and strong 
Chelmsford (3-1). 

The sweep boosted Andover’s overall 
record to 8-2-5 for 21 points, and there is 
just one regular season game remaining 
prior to the tournament which opens early 
next week. 

The Warriors will host St. John’s Prep of 
Danvers, whom they tied 0-0 the first time 
around, tomorrow afternoon at 3:30 p.m. 
at the high school pitch. The JVs will 
square off simultaneously at West 
Elementary School. 

Andover should learn its opponent in the 
Single-elimination EMass. Tournament 
late this weekend, and in all probability 
the first game will be next Tuesday or 
Wednesday afternoon. 

This will mark the first post-season ac- 
tion for members of this year’s AHS team. 
The Warriors last qualified for the tourna- 
ment in 1974, and actually the 1975 and 1976 
clubs were the only two not to earn a 
tourney berth. 

About the only sad note of the entire 
week was the loss of junior striker Gary 
Cohen, who suffered a broken wrist diving 
for a ball near midfield just three minutes 
from the end of the Chelmsford game. 

“IT gained a lot of respect for Gary 
after he was injured,’’ stated Amundsen. 
“He handled the entire situation very 
well. 

‘“‘There is even an outside chance he’ll 
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be back for the tournament, if he can be 

outfitted with the proper type of protec- 

tive cast,” added the coach optimistically.

Tewksbury and Andover hooked up in 
the most physical game of the year for 
both teams, the Redmen needing a win or 
tie to remain in contention for a State 
tournament berth. 

“There was a lot of chippiness both 
ways,’’ noted Amundsen. ‘‘One of the of- 
ficials was letting quite a few things go by, 
and the kids were playing the body instead 
of the ball. 

“It’s awfully tough, but the kids have to 
learn how to take that stuff without being 
intimidated. It’s human nature to retaliate 
in those situations, but the good teams 
maintain their poise and control,’’ explain- 
ed Amundsen. 

Andover, which had belted Tewksbury 6- 
2 in the season’s opener, battled through a 
scoreless first half this time at the muddy 
Tewksbury Junior High pitch. 

“We were sluggish in the first half, 
perhaps feeling somewhat of a letdown 
after the 1-0 loss to Billerica the previous 
game, but we really put it together in the 
second half,’’ observed Amundsen. 

Co-Capt. Tony Cammarata broke the 
double goose-egg at 14:23 of the third 
period with his third seasonal goal. 
Sophomore right wing Rusty Serbagi, who 
picked up his fourth assist, chipped a cor- 
ner kick out front and Cammarata headed 
it into the net over goalie Mike Morgan’s 
head. 

Carl Gutermann added the insurance 
goal, his first, at 9:38 of the fourth period 
on an unassisted play. 

“Carl intercepted a clearing pass and 
booted a perfect shot that dipped as it 
went over the goalie’s head,’’ recalled 
Amundsen. ‘‘The ball must have dropped

Tom French And Friend 


Report From Sweden 


Tom French, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Alan French, 17 Moreland 
Road, Andover, and a student at 
Phillips Academy, is spending 
this school year in Skelleftea, 
Sweden through the American 
Field Service international 
scholarship program at P.A., as 
an “American A broad.” Follow- 
ing is correspondence from 
Tom, dated October 20. 


It’s cold (about 25° f) and dark out at the 
monent. It’s been getting darker earlier 
and earlier every day, for winter is well on 
it’s way. You might even say that it’s 
here, for we have had three or four snow- 


The Arctic tern breeds as 
far north as it can find land 
for laying eggs, and 
winters as far south as 
there is open water for 
food, Massachusetts 
Audubon notes. 

For about 
eight months of the year, 
this bird lives in constant 
sunlight so probably it 
receives more light than 


falls since the beginning of the month. By 
the middle of November we’ll have only 
two hours of sunlight per day, and we 
should have well over two feet of snow. 

I am living with my host family, the 
Nilssons, in the small city of Skelleftea 
which lies about 100 miles south of the Ar- 
tic Circle in the northeastern part of 
Sweden. Quite a change in climate from 
Andover! 

I arrived in Sweden in the beginning of 
July, and before traveling north to 
Skelleftea, spent two weeks in the coun- 
tryside west of Stockholm getting inten- 
sive language training. There are 30 of us 
A.F.S. students here in Sweden represen- 
ting 17 different countries. We all lived 
together in a youth hostel during the 
language camp, and we had a fantastic 
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time. I’ve never heard so many different 
languages being spoken at the same time. 
Aside from six hours of classes per day, 
we found time for osccer, frisbee, swim- 
ming in ice-cold lakes, trying to get a sun- 
tan, singing, and partying. We scraped 
together a soccer team and in our one and 
only match got severely trounced by the 
locals. It was fun though and the sauna 
afterward helped us to forget our defeat. 
We all really enjoyed the language camp, 
and in January we will be getting together 
again for a week in Stockholm. 

Sitting on the train during the 12 hour 


ride to Skelleftea, I nervously practiced’ 


what very little Swedish I had learned. 
Iwas both nervous and excited about 
meeting my host family for the first time. 
I knew from letters that I had a mother, 
father, older sister, brother my age and a 
dog, but I didn’t know much more. They 
were waiting for me at the train station 
and brought me home to an incredible

breakfast of fish, cheese, home-baked 
bread and pastries. 

I felt a little awkward at first, but after 
being put to work with my brother 
washing the car I felt much better. The 
first few weeks were excitihg, and a little 
weird. Neither of my parents speak 
English, so we played a constant game of 
charades, supplemented by passing back 
and forth the pocket dictionary that I 
always carried with me. At first 
everything sounded like noise, by my 
family was very helpful, and I slowly 
began to make out distanct words in their 
speech. I also found time to explore 
Skelleftea. It’s a rather wide-spread city 
of 70,000 and is surrounded by endless pine 
forest. By the beginning of school (Aug. 
25), I knew my way around town, felt pret- 
ty much at home, and could at least 
attempt to communicate with people. 

The first month of school was pretty

challenging. It was very hard to unders- 
tand what was going on in classes, and 
homework (looking up almost every word 
with my trusty dictionary) took quite a 
while. It was exciting, though, and I meta 
lot of young people. My understanding of 
the language improved rapidly, and every 
week I have learned a little more. By now, 
I can understand almost everything, and 
say almost anything I want. I knew I’d 
made a break-through when I overslet one 
morning and my mother woke me up out 
of a deep sleep. I answered her in 
Swedish! 


I go to school at one of the local “gym- 
nasiums’’. It’s rather like an American 
high school, except that kids decide in the 
ninth grade which of about five different 
“study lines’’ they will follow, and then go 
to the appropriate gymnasium. I’m in the 
‘‘Samhalskunshap”’ (social studies) line. 
I’m amazed by the foreign language study 
here. By their senior year, kids have 
Studied six years of English, five years of 
French or German, and two years of 
another language of their choice. 

Daily life here is interesting and a lot of 
fun. During the week I’m the only child at 
home, but I see quite a bit of my brother 
and sister on weekends. My sister goes to 
a music school in a town about 40 miles 
north of here, and she and her fiance often 
come down to visit. My brother is in his 
first year of college but he comes home 
every weekend. College is also a little 
different here. They are all free, and 
students can get passes that allow them to 
ride the bus home for free. They usually 
come home for the weekend and on free 
days. 

My mother works with the elderly two 
or three days per week, and teaches gym- 
nastics one night per week. My father is a 
typographer at the local newspaper, and 
alternates weekly between the day and 
night shift. On free nights he coaches ski- 
ing and orienteering (a sport involving 
locating checkpoints in the woods with a 
compass and a map) for younger kids. 

The big meal of the day is “midag’’, 
which we eat together at four o’clock. We 
also eat breakfast, a light lunch, and a 
small meal about 8 p.m. consisting of 
cheese, bread, pasteries, and tea. School

The reporting and editorial coverage of 
the leash law issue at the Town Meeting on 
October 24 contains a number of mis- 
representations and misstatements of 
fact. For the benefit of those voters who 
were not in attendance and are dependent 
on your paper for their information, I 
would like to clarify them. 

Although I was the person who ‘‘moved 
the question’ to close debate, I am not and 
have never been a proponent of the more 
liberal leash law. As a matter of fact, Ido 
not favor any leash law until the town is 
willing to appropriate the funds necessary 
for enforcement, since it only leads to un- 
realistic expectations. Therefore, I was 
not a part of any ‘‘well-organized forces’”’ 
and my action was completely indepen- 
dent, although encouraged by people on 
both sides of the issue. The hour was late; 
there had been extensive discussion at 
Town Meeting in May and since then; and 
both amendments had been read in entire- 
ty and were also in printed form before the 
voters.

matter from the outset’’ is belied by the 
actual votes. The vote on the question to 
close debate was an overwhelming ma- 
jority; however, the vote on Mr. White’s 
amendment was 352-218. Clearly, had 
there not been strong support from those 
on both sides of the issue, the motion to 
close debate would not have passed as it 
did. 


Finally, I resent the assertion that this 
action was discourteous, undemocratic, 
improper and ‘‘not in the best interests of 
Andover.’’ It was presented in a polite and 
orderly manner, and the moderator 
clarified and- accepted it. It is a legal 
parliamentrary move, contained in 
published regulations of town meeting, 
and has been used in prior town meetings. 


The question was put to a vote, which I 
have always understood to be the 
democratic process. The decision to close 
debate avoided a lengthy rehash of 
arguments before an audience who had 
their minds made up when they arrived 
that night. It is this type of oratory, after 
the voters are ready to vote, which bores 
and frustrates and tends to discourage 
attendance at town meetings. This is not 
in the best interests of Andover if the 
town meeting form of government is to 
survive, and has been recognized by the 
present moderator many times when he 
himself has limited debate. 


Had you bothered to investigate before 
printing assumptions as fact, you would 
have found not only that I have no connec- 
tion with the proponents of the ‘‘humane’”’

make for this arrangement. 

Acting Manager Cohen said that he 
would be making a proposal to the 
selectmen within the week concerning 
Austin’s role. The majority of the board, 
in accepting Austin’s resignation said that 
it would agree to keeping him on the 
payroll for a six month period, based on 
what duties the acting manager may 
assign the former administrator. 

Chairman Susan T. Poore told Levinson 


that there are some members of the board’ 


who agree with his questioning of the legal 
justification for continued employment 
but pointed out that the majority did not 
see it that way. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen said that 
the town has a legal obligation to pay the 
vacation time and was awaiting a proposal 
from the acting manager on any other por- 
tion. 

Selectman Edward M. Harris said that 
the former manager is to be assigned a 
role and that if he obtained employment in 
the meantime, his salary in Andover 
would cease. Harris at one point indicated 
that if a manager were appointed in the 
meantime, Austin’s salary would also 
stop, a matter he corrected after the 
meeting, Harris and Selectman Albert 
Cole, Jr., said the matter of Austin’s leav- 
ing the payroll would be through his ob- 
taining employment, not appointment of a 
new manager for Andover. 

It was also explained to Levinson that 
the $16,000 due Austin during this period is 
already budgeted within the town 
manager’s account and is not an additional 
sum. 

Selectman Cole said there are parallel 
Situations in the town where department 
heads have former administrators in the 
office for a period of time during transi- 
tion and training. 

Next Monday night, at the board’s con- 
ference session, Acting Manager Cohen 
will propose the appointment of a special 
assistant to the manager, a position he in- 
tends Austin to fill.

Salary Range Problem 
For School Position 


Thirty-three applications have been 
received to date for the new assistant 
superintendent position, Supt. Kenneth R. 
Seifert told the school committee Tuesday 
night, and interviews have been tentative- 
ly set for Nov. 15 to 29. 

However, Seifert told the committee 
they might have fewer candidates than 
they had expected, because of the $27,000 
to $30,000 price tag attached to the job. 

He said several candidates have already 
withdrawn their applications because they 
are seeking more money, and he added 
that many administrators, including prin- 
cipals who have been in the school 
business 15 to 18 years, are already at that 
salary level. 

Committeeman Joseph Finn asked 
Seifert to note the names of those people 
withdrawing because of the salary, 
because “‘I want to see what caliber of 
people we may be missing out on.’”’ He 
noted that Andover already has five ad- 
ministrators earning salaries in the $27,- 
000 to $30,000 range, and said the board has 
to recognize that ‘‘there’s a certain level 
of qualified people they’re just not going to 
be able to tap if they’re not willing to go 
higher.”’ 

The committee also asked Seifert to 
make note of any candidate whose name is 
removed for consideration at any point 
along the way, along with the reason.

MVPC can do, I would work toward 
withdrawing from the commission.’’ 

He said that what should be done is to 
see if the other Merrimack Valley com- 
munities would be willing to put up a 
quarter of the total cost with the federal 
government footing the remainder, in 
order to plan properly.

that first step. After studying the com- 
mittee’s comments, Seifert will narrow 
the field to about six, and then down to 
three for more extensive interviews.

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Some Capital Thoughts 


Next Tuesday night Andover residents will have an 
opportunity to examine what is being proposed in the 
way of major projects for the next five years. 

A public hearing is scheduled for Memorial Hall 
library on the proposed capital improvement program 
drawn up by the town and school departments. 

At the present time the bottom line, a current popular 
reference point, reads $22.5 million. 

It is the first effort in some time to outline what 
municipal officials view as an orderly outline of town 
needs over the next five years. 

Tuesday night’s session is the first presentation for 
public consumption and, we trust, careful examination. 

On the surface, such planning is proper and necessary 
in order to keep the town’s needs in line with its ability 
to pay. 

Much of the contents of the program to be presented 
will be “‘old hat,” to many who have heard similar re- 
quests from various departments in the past. 

The placing of them in a somewhat orderly fashion as 
to what year such projects should be presented to town 
meeting, places the town’s financing in better focus. 

But, like all programs of this magnitude, there will be 
problems. 

While it would appear to be agreeable at the moment 
on the timing of specific projects between the school 
department and other municipal bodies, we wonder how 
long that amicability will last as time goes on. 

We wonder, for instance if the forces now interested 
in a new municipal auditorium, to be placed at the high 
school, will be satisfied to wait until 1980 to push this 

project from the drawing board to reality. 


Or, aside from school-town relationships, we wonder, 
if various municipal departments would take a back 
Seat with their pet project until another goes forward. 
Case in point, would the library be willing to wait until 
about 1982, to request funds for a $2 million plus addi- 
tion to their facility? 

The outline of the capital budget program, copies of 
which were distributed at the October town meeting, 
provides what can best be termed.as a list of desires on 
the part of the town’s municipal family. 

We trust that maybe not by Tuesday’s presentation 
but somewhere before the end of the calendar year, we 
will be hearing something about the priorities of the 
proposed major projects. 

Some substantial reasoning should also accompany 
the expressed need for such items as school 
renovations, library additions, new municipal construc- 
tion, such as fire stations, or major water or sewer line 
extensions. 

The report in its present form will require con- 
Siderable digesting, in view of the proposed cost. 

The $22.5 million is a current figure, we imagine, and 
does not take into consideration such things as annually 
rising costs. 

Too, the figure is the base rate, since all, or most, of 
the projects would be accomplished with borrowed 
funds, thus interest costs over and above the $22.5 
million. 

Tuesday’s session on the capital budget program is a 
highly recommended meeting for those interested in 
forecasting what Andover’s costs could be over the next 
five years.

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Bell Won’t Ease Up on Helms

WASHINGTON - We pre- 
viously reported that the 
Justice Department was 
preparing to indict former 
CIA chief Richard Helms. 
The case against him grew 
out of a story we broke in 
1972. 

We reported at that time 
that the CIA had worked 
with the International 
Telephone and Telegraph 
company to block Chilean 
President Salvador Al- 
lende from taking office. 
Both the CIA and ITT de- 
nied the story. It took a 
Senate investigation to get 
the facts out. 

Now a grand jury has 
recommended multiple- 
count indictments against 
Helms for misinforming 
the Senate. 

But people in high places 
have brought tremendous 
pressure on Attorney Gen- 
eral Griffin Bell to drop the 
case against Helms. They 
fear Helms may be forced 
to divulge national secrets 
in order to defend himself. 

This could cause incalcu- 
lable damage. Foreign in- 
telligence services may 
also stop cooperating with 
the CIA if a CIA director 
can be compelled to di- 
vulge confidences in open 
court. 

But the attorney general 
believes he has figured out 
a way to protect the na- 
tional interest. He would 
present any sensitive evi- 
dence to the judge in 
secret. The judge would

Then the Justice 
Department, of course, 
would abide by the judge’s 
ruling. 

The conscientious Grif- 
fin Bell believes CIA offi- 
cials must be subject to the 
law. They cannot be 
excused from trial, he 
believes, on national secur- 
ity grounds. This would 
mean that CIA agents 
could break the law when- 
ever they pleased, without 
any worry about facing 
trial. 

Bell will consult with 
President Carter, howev- 
er, before making the final 
decision whether to bring 
Richard Helms to trial. 

Uneasy Peace: Two 
weeks ago, we told the 
backstage story of the Sen- 
ate filibuster over natural 
gas prices. We reported 
that two Democratic sena- 
tors, James Abourezk of 
South Dakota and Howard 
Metzenbaum of Ohio, were 
quietly urged by the White 
House to keep talking. 

Then the White House 
double-crossed them and 
helped to break the filibus- 
ter. We reported that both 
senators were furious. 
Abourezk even called 
President Carter a liar. 

Now we have a sequel to 
the story. Carter invited 
the two ruffled lawmakers 
to the White House to 
smoke the peace pipe with 
him. The president apolo-

gized to the senators. He 
was warm and complimen- 
tary. Officially, the 
hatchet was buried. 

But privately, Abourezk 
and Metzenbaum still have 
their hackles up. They 
have confided to other 
senators that they’re still 
"wary" of the White House. 
Several senators, in turn, 
offered to support 
Abourezk if he should de- 
cide to start another fili- 
buster. 

Biggest Threat: A presti- 
gious Washington think 
tank called Worldwatch 
has isolated what they con- 
sider the greatest threat to 
our national security. 

The study hasn’t yet 
been released to the public. 
But we can reveal that it 
does not list Soviet missiles 
and H-bombs as our great- 
est menace. — 

The biggest danger, ac- 
cording to the study, is the 
oil shortage. We are run- 
ning out of oil and we’re 
not developing alternate 
energy sources. 

We also have more to 
fear from pollution, the 
study claims, than from 
Soviet planes anc ships. 
Yet little is being done, the 
study warns, about these 
most serious threats to our 
national security.

Welsh on Tear 

Dan Welsh has been on a tear for the 
Golden Warriors, scoring nine touchdowns 
in the past four weeks after going without 
a TD in the opening three games. 

The senior signal-caller ran for three 
six-pointers against Lawrence, and also 
pitched his 10th and 11th TD passes of the 
season to junior wide receiver Paul 
Farnham. 

The Lancers, 1-6 on the year but trying 
to duplicate their 20-15 upset of Andover 
last October, took Manny Silva’s opening 
kickoff and marched 80 yards in 15 plays to 
grab a 6-0 lead exactly six minutes into the 
game. 

The drive was the picture of consisten- 
cy. There were no penalties and the 
Lancers converted four straight third 
down situations. 

The lone pass thrown resulted in a seven 
yard completion from junior QB Sammy 
Johnson to Joe DeNuncio, and the only big 
gainer was a 21 yard burst by impressive 
junior running back Jim Moran. 

Moran finished the afternoon as the top 
rusher on both sides, grinding out 151 
tough yards on 25 workhorse carries. 

Jay Dezan, who lugged the ball only 
twice in the game, got the call from two 
yards out for the touchdown. Moran’s 
attempted conversion rush was stacked 
up. 

Aerial Barrage 

Welsh, who completed 10-of-21 passes 
while Rick Collins was 1-for-1, brought the 
Golden Warriors back even in double time. 

AHS put Dave Sott’s kickoff in play at its 
own 33, and proceeded to move 67 yards in 
six plays for the tying touchdown at 7:44. 

The first play was a 42 yard sideline 
bomb to Farnham, who snared six passes 
for 118 yards in the game, advancing AHS 
to the Lawrence 25. 

An offside penalty, a 10 yard screen pass 
to Rick Collins, and a three yard keeper by 
Welsh brought the ball to the Lancers’ 
seven. Welsh then rolled out to the left 
side and muscled his way to paydirt. 

Manny Silva, usually money in the bank, 
had to hurry his PAT kick and the ball sail- 
ed wide to the right of the posts. 

Andover took the lead for good on its se- 
cond possession early in the second 
quarter, marching 44 yards in six plays 
after Tom Hambleton punted from deep in 
his own territory. 

A pass interference call on Lawrence 
was good for six yards, Rick Collins click- 
ed off a 17 yard run, Ed Collins rushed for 
three, and Welsh tacked on 10 with a 
keeper to the right side. 

Welsh then swept left, and with Greg 
Gardner wiping out Dezan with a 
crunching block, the Andover quarterback

wall with a 25 yard burst on a simple pop 
up the middle.

The Andover Youth Basketball League 
announces registration dates for its third 
season.
